Court Bars Long Troops 
From Polls in Primary 


Federal Jurist Also Issues Restraining Order 
Against Registrar’s Removal of Names 
From Voters’ List. 


BATON ROUGE, La., Sept. 4.—<¢ 
()—Judge W. Carruth Jones in East’ 
Baton Rouge district court tonight 
signed a temporary restraining order 
to prohibit the use of Senator Huey 
P. Long’s state police force during 
the primary election of September 11. 
The order was made returnable for 
a hearing on September'13 at 10 a. m. 

The suit was filed by Mayor T. 
Semmes Walmsley, Superintendent of 
Police George Reyer and two other 
officials of New Orleans. It attacked 
constitutionality of the act of the re 
cent special session of the legislature 
creating the state police force. 

It asked that the state bureau of 
identification and investigation, the 
titular head of the state constabulary, 
be restrained from policing the city on 
election day and that the governor and 
members of the bureau show cause 
why the priminary injunction should 
not issue. 

The suit of Walmsley warned that 
unless the courts intervene to prevent 
the policing of New Orleans by this 
newly-created state police force here 
would be a clash of authority which 
“will seriously endanger the peace, 
lives and property of the inhabitants 
of New Orleans on election day. 

The city’s petition described the, 
state police as “outlaw police” and de- 
clared that it was the intention of

J. J. Mangham, former chairman 
of the. state highway board and now 
supporting Judge Claude Pittman for 
governor, charged in an address over 
radio station WSB Tuesday night 
that the reduction of power and light 
rates in Georgia was the result of 
an agreement between Governor Eu- 
gene Talmadge and the Georgia Pow- 
er Company. 

Mangham, formerly a close per- 
sonal and political friend of Gover- 


nor Talmadge, said the power com- 
pany was willing to accept the rates 
because it knew the TVA intended 
cutting them anyhow. The reduction 
saved the power company from an in- 
creased tax assessment of $100,000,- 
000 or more, he added. ° 

“I believe I can tell you how the 
reduction in power and light rates 
came about,” Mangham said. “The 
TVA was then functioning and the 
president of the power company knew 
that a reduction in rates was to fol- 
low. He can see a long way ahead 
and he knew how to make capital 
out of the situation with the *gover- 
nor so that the governor could play 
politics and take credit for the reduc- 
tion that the president of the power 
company saw was sure to come. 

“There had also been some agitation 
about raising the taxes of the utili- 
ties and the president of the power 
company doubtless had this in mind. 
It is my view that he himself ap- 
proached the governor and suggested 
this reduction in rates in ‘order that 
the governor might get credit for it 
when the power company president 
knew it was coming anyhow. 

“It was arranged that the commis-. 
sion should have a hearing or pretend 
to have one and the rates which came 
about in Tennessee, Alabama and Mis- 
sissippi were fixed for Georgia or ap- 
proximately those rates and there was

“The governor knows it and knows 
that his-talk of a $2,000,000 saving 
is just like all his other exaggera- 
tions,” he added. . Mangham declared 
that more than 300 employes have 
been added to the highway depart- 
ment’s pay roll during the past three 
months, including Frank Turner, 
chairman of the board of commis- 
sioners of Richmond county. 

“Turner's employment’ cannot be 
for any other purpose than his po- 
litical influence,”’ Mangham contin- 
ued.’ “I°am reliably informed that 
‘Turher is paid by the state $300 per 


‘month and he is listed as an inves-

Torture-Kidnaping of Sailor 
Laid to Alleged Smugglers 


NEW YORK, Sept. 4.—()—The 
kidnaping of a French seaman by an 
international gang of smugglers and 


his torture during-a.month of captiv- 
ity were disclosed by federal investi- 
gators today after. 20 government 
agents, armed with submachine guns, 
had arrested two men and a woman. 

The seaman,’ William Rosen, or 
Guillamare Rozen, identified one of 
the prisoners as the leader of the 
gang and the man in whose Brooklyn 
apartment he was held captive. He 
identified the man’s wife as the wom- 
an who cooked for:him during his im- 
prisonment. 

Investigators said Rosen, a seaman 
on the French liner Champlain, was 
abducted because he threw a- package 
into the sea, believing it: to contain 
potash. Instead,. it held narcotics 
valued at 40,000 francs ($2,640). 

The arrests were made in a raid 
eprly today on the apartment where 
Rosen said he was held captive. Those 
seized were identified as Salvatore 
Mancuso, 28; his wife, Nellie, 25, and 
Dominick: Gelferno, 31, also of Brook- 
Iyn. Rosen was unable to identify

Similar conditions were found at 
the Piedmont Mills and the Martel 
Mill at Egan, just outside East Point. 
A depleted force kept part of both 
these mills running until 2 o’clock 
Tuesday afternoon, when they stopped 
running for lack of a second shift to 
take over. 

The Gate City Mills did not operate 
all day, some reports stating that only 
three reported for work in the morn- 
ing, while others said more than a 
dozen were ready for work. The re 
porting force, in any event, was in- 
sufficient to operate the entire plant 
and there, as at Exposition and Whit- 
tier, the management thought it wiser 
not to attempt any operations. 

The Egan Mill. a small establish- 
ment near College Park, ran for part 
of the day but closed down when two- 
thirds of its force decided to join the 
strikers. 

The Georgia Duck and Cordage 
Mills, located at Scottdale and normal- 
ly employing about 100, did not ope- 
rate Tuesday. 

Owners Voice Surprise. 

Mill owners generally voiced their 
surprise that Atlanta employes would 
walk out, having believed that they 
were generally well content. They 
find consolation, however, in the belief 
that the walk outs are merely in re- 
sponse to a general strike call for the 
industry, rather than being based upon 
and local condition. 


Mayor James L. Key on Tuesday 
offered his services. to both sides in 
the local strike situation as arbitrator. 
He explained he had no plan of set- 
tlement to offer but was ready to aid 
ingany way to bring the industrial 
differences to an end. 

At the Atlanta Woollen Mills, 
which employs approximately 450 peo- 
ple. there Was no evidence of a strike, 
althdagh the woolen workers voted 
nationally to join in the textile strike. 
The local plant roported operations 
as usual Tuesday, with a full force 
of workers and no signs of picketing 
or other strike activity. 

Strikers in the various mill vicini-

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TRAGIC DEATHS. 


The tragic death of Doug Davis, 
outstanding American airman, in the 
speed races at Cleveland, adds an- 
Other to the long list of names of 
Garing flyers who have lost their 
lives in speed contests. 

Only. a few weeks ago, Frances 
Marsalis, holder of the American 
éndurance record and one of the 
country’s outstanding women flyers, 
crashed to her death in a speed 
meet. 

In past years the staging of such 
meets, chiefly to attract thrill-seek- 
ing and morbid throngs has robbed 
American aviation of many of the 
best of our men and women flyers, 
for only the most experienced and 
daring can take part in these dan-

- gerous and gruelling contests. 


If the speed races served any 
good purpose there might be some 
excuse for this tragic loss of our 
finest aviators, but they do not. The 
science of fiying is not advanced in 
any degree by these races in which 
cockle-shell ships, over-powered 
and unsafe of design, flash through 
the air at rates of speed that dem- 
onstrate nothing that can be put 
to good use in the forwarding ol 
the science of aviation. 

Long endurance flights, im which 
the stability and air-worthiness of 
planes are put to acid tests, can 
conceivably serve a useful purpose, 
but suicidal speed tests in which 
unstable airships flash around small 
courses have taken so tragic and 
useless a toll that they should be 
brought to an end, 

The death of a flyer like Doug 
Davis is a lost not only to aviation 
but to the welfare of the country. 
As a former commissioned officer 
in the army flying corps he would 
have served invaluably in a time 
of need. ; 

His death will bring genuine sor- 
row to a host of friends not only 
in Atlanta but in aviation circles 
throughout the country. His career 
has been a colorful and useful one, 
and his flying has been character- 
ized by a rare combination of con- 
Servatism when he was piloting 
others and daring when he was 
alone in the air. 

No finer nor more appropriate 
miemorial could be erected to the 
memory of Doug Davis and the 
Other daring and gifted American 
flyers who have crashed to their 
deaths in speed contests, than for 
Such useless meets to be barred in 
the United States. 


THE TROUBLESOME SAAR. 

The confidence expressed by Hit- 
fer in his recent speech at Ehren- 
breitstein that the plebescite to be 
held this fall in the Saar would 
result in an overwhelming expres- 
sion by the people of that rich ter- 


Germany does not necessarily mean 
that a simple solution will thus be 
reached for what has been one of 
the most trying of the problems 
faced by the League of Nations. 

Under the Treaty of Versailles 
the people of the Saar are given 
the right to determine by vote 
whether they shall be joined to 
Germany or France or continue un- 
der the wing of the League. The 
proviso is made that if the terri- 
tory is returned to Germany, then 
the Berlin government must buy 
the rich coal mines of the territory 
from France, they being French 
property. 

Germany now has a gold reserve 
of 75,000,000 marks, or about 
the sole 
metallic backing of the three and 
a half billion marks now in circe- 
lation. The present condition of 
German finances makes it improb- 
able this gold reserve can be in- 
creased. 

The question arises as to bow 
much, if any. of this reserve Ger- 


many could divert toward the pur-/| 


chase of the coal mines without 
dynamiting the mark—and a fur- 
ther pertinent inquiry is as to just 
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mendously valuable Saar. mines. 
It is not probable that France 


in view of the recent statement by 


Hitler govemmment that the Dawes 
and Young debt payment . agree- 
ments will do England, France and 
the other countries involved no good 
simply because ‘‘we have. no for- 
eign funds available with which to 
carry out-the agreements.” 

The League will not turn over 
the Saar to Germany unless France 
is satitiied, hence it appears én- 
tirely probable that if the people 
of the Saar express the desire to 
be returned to their former state 
as German citizens, the problem of 
their. future will be still unsolved 
because of Berlin’s inability to meet 
the agreed upon terms of the 
treaty 


THE FRUITS OF SOCIALISM. 


The disturbed conditions in Mil- 
waukee during the past few weeks, 
culminating in attacks by roving 
terrorists on the many emergency 
relief projects in the community, 
is held by the Chicago Tribune as 
a direct result of the city’s experi- 
ment with socialism in its municipal 
government. 


The rioting and disorders have 
been so sustained that workers 
have had tobe given almost con- 
tinuous protection, the Tribune 
points out, and succinctly comments 
that— 

Milwaukee gets this becayse its 
public officials headed by the Social- 
ist Mayor Daniel Hoan, have openly 
invited and encouraged it. They have 
condoned disorder and no less have 
the courts when they dismissed with 
insignificant punishment offenders 
taken in open attacks on peace and 
property. 

The mayor has seen in the viola- 
tions of the laws he had sworn to 
uphold and the jeopardizing of lives 
nothing more than an opportunity for 
a political propaganda, Rioters with 
no interest in union labor and less 
in the public service were brought 
into court after openly inciting to 
violence ahd mocking the police and 
freed or dismissed with a fine of a 
few dollars. It was described at the 
time as an invitation to raise hell and 
the invitation was promptly accepted. 


The conditions in Milwaukee 
have been both intolerable and un- 
American and it is not surprising 
that the law-abiding people of the 
city have organized a law and or- 
der league in the effort to bring 
about the enforcement of public 
peace. The socialist city attorney, 
who sneered at the new organiza- 
tion while praising the so-called 
Workers’ Council which has been 
chiefly responsible for the troubles 
of the past few weeks, will learn, 
as have other radicals who have 
attempted to run counter to the 
public will, that the people of 
America are ‘long-suffering, but 
there is a point beyond which their 
patience witlinot extend. -' 

That is what happened in San 
Francisco where the public after 
having taken no part in the-long 
drawn-out longshoremen’s | strike, 
responded to the calling of a general 
strike by reorganizing the vigilantes 
and raiding the headquarters where 
communist agitators were giving 
unwise counsel to organized labor.

Where He Interferes With Other Rights

When history describes some ancient king as a great builder, it us- 
ually means that he was a good housekeeper. 

He regarded his empire as a private possession and managed each 
unit of it for the good of the whole. 

Want of power or desire to manage the country in that manner is 
the chief fault of a democracy. 

In a land governed by representatives of the people, it is natural that 
each representative should be interested primarily in holding his job. 
And since his job dépends on the good will of one small section, it is 
natural that he should devote his energies to matters that directly con- 
cern the voters back home. 

An Oklahoma congressman cannot make votes by advocating a larger 
navy, nor a New Jersey congressman by advocating drouth relief. 

Thus the president alone is required, by the nature of his job, to 
visualize the nation as a unit. 

The individual has no rights that would do injury to the whole people. 

Speaking without reflection, you would say that the individual farmer 
has the right to drain his land, plow up grass and refuse to plant trees. 

Yet when many farmers exercise that right in a semi-arid region, the 
result is ever-increasing drouth, crop failure, dust storms and economic 
ruin. 

A nation’s granary becomes a desert, and all-of the people must be 
taxed to relieve the distress of the few whose exercise of their individual 
rights caused the disaster. ;

He gets, on an 
average, $30 a week the year round 
for eight months’ work, major and 
minor leagues considered, he rides on 
the trains or omnibuses, lives in ho- 
tels, sees his name in' the papers and 
receives, on the road, either three 
meals a day or cash subsistence al- 
lowance of $2. 

Compared with the average condi- 
tion of the common customers, his is 
a happy existence and the fact that 
the industrial casualty rate is high 
in his line is not considered. 

The system under which ball play- 
ers are employed, however, with its 
boyeott provisions, its house trials in 
which the defendant is not represent- 
ed, its fines, suspensions and banish- 
ments and its denial of the principle 
of collective bargaining, is a grand 
round-up of all the evils which labor 
and the New Deal h&ve been fighting 
in every other line of work. The 
baseball industry is violently anti- 
labor in all its relations with its em- 
ployes and yet is the favorite sportin 
entertainment, the national game 0o 
the common man. "

to take up any space, it was declared 
that all the angels could stand on the 
point of a needle. 

We smile about those questions: | 
but they may have helped to sharpen 
the wits o fthose who were trying 
to reason with good “‘logic.” 


After Rome was conquered by Ger- 


man tribes which swept over southern 
and western Europe. there was 4a 
long period when schools were few 
in number; but slowly and surely the 


Romans and Greeks taught the “bar- 
barians” to read and write. | . 
Charles the Great, better known as 
“Charlenmange,” became. ruler over 
France, Germany, and much of Italy. 
He was of the barbarian race and 
did not learn to read or write until 
after he was grown to manhood ; “but 
he took interest, in learning and -or-

Dixie Rosin Suggested 


For Explosives Base

Tobacco 
averaged 22.62 cents per pound during 
the first week in Géorgia, 20.45 cents 
per pound the second week, 14.38 cents 
per pound the third week, and an 
average of 11.38 cents per pound the 
fourth week.

FULTON, till, Sept. 4.—(#)—Five 
persons were slain by Fred Blink, 45, 
Fulton truck operator, today before a 
police bullet brought him down, his 
gun still smoking, near the approach 
of the Mississippi river. At a_hos- 
pital in uzar-by Clinton, Iowa, Blink 
told authorities he had killed two 
more, victims. 

Blink was arrested after he was 
wounded twice, once when he at- 
tempted to turn his shotgun on him- 
self, and then by Frank Kustes, Ful- 
ton policeman, who saw- Blink’s 
weapon end the life of John Hamil- 
ton, Fulton fermer, at the bridge ap- 
proach. 

Kustes captured Blink after an ex- 
change of sbots and took him to the 
Clinton (Iowa) hospital where he was 
placed under arrest. 

Another man, unidentified, was seri- 
ously wounded at the bridge approach 
before Blink surrendered’ to the offi- 
cer 

Blink did not lose consciousness 
and told police he had killed seven 
persons.

Corrick Jr. Des Moines, Iowa; a 
‘Mrs. Walters, of Fulton, and an un- 
jdentified man about 70 years old.
